Blackmailing Agents. 

In addition tothis the Washington scgment 
of the ring was in the habit of sending com- 
missions into the bistrict for the sole ppurose of 
blackmail. I can have no doubt that Hogue, 
Brasber aud others who appeared here as 
revenue agents were sent by Babcock and 
Rogers, the Deputy Commissioner, 
for the purpose ot scaring the St. Louis offi 
clals into the payment of large sums of money 
for their silence. More than $100,000 was 
paid out of the fundin this way, and thatsome 
ot this money went into the White House has 
always been my positive beliet. * * * 


Trouble in the Ring. 

‘‘Grant’s collusion with the ring consisted 
in his utilization of corrupt money to secure 
his re-election. After this purpose was ac- 
complished I was anxious to see the ring 


organization dissolved, because its ramifica- 
tions were so extensive and included sucha 
vast number of men of every character that I 
was in constant dread of public exposure.

The Murder of the American Missionary in 
Turkey—A Roumanian Representative 
Coming to this Country—Cable Notes. 


Turkey. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 7.—Dr. Parsons,the 
American missionary, who with his servant 
was wurdered near Ismid, was making a tour 
in the mountains and encamped by the 
road side in the vicinity of some 
Zuruks, a semi-nomadic tribe. Tw Zuruk 
shepherds confessed they shot the 
two travelers as they slept and robbed 
them of their money, amounting to less than 
$5. As Dr. Parsons did notreach his destina- 
tion atthe appointed time andas his horses 
were found wandering about the hills, nis 
friends instituted a search, and the bodies 
were discovered under some bushes. The au- 
thorities, hearing that a dispatch onthe sub- 
ject had been sent to the British Embassy, 
showed more than the usual zeal, and, dy 
threatening wholesale arrests, induced the 
Zuruks tosurrender the criminals, who are now 
imprisoned.

The Money Babcock Got, 

Gen. MeDonald appears to be unable to give 
a statement of the exact amount of money re- 
alized by Babcock, but itis estimatedthat he 
received $25,000 directly trom the ring, 
and that besides this amount he suared with 
the biackmailing revenue agents who came 
here and took away with them $100,U0v. 
Among the items specifically mentioned is the 
$5,000 package hunded him by McDonald;a 
$500 bill forwarded by mall dy Joyce; a $1,000 
bill enclosed in a box of cigars and sent by 
express, and the $2,400 diamond presented by 
McDonaid.

His Great Fast of Forty Days 
Ended. 


His First Meal a Glass of Milk and a 
Watermelon. 


A Vast Crowd Preseut at the End—The 
Doctor’s Condition.

NEw YORK, August 7.— Dr. H. S. Tanner 
successfully completed his fast of forty days in 
Clarendon flall at noon to-day. All 
through the morning great public interest 
was manifested in the completion of his task. 
The hail was filled with a crewdof visitors, 
among whom were a number of ladies. Every 
movement of the § fasting man was 
closely watched, and his good ap- 
pearance caused many expressions of 
surprise. As .the admission fee was 
fifty cents a head the receipts at the box-office 
must have been large. Three policemen were 
at!) the cntrance to guard against any dis- 
order. 

LAST NIGHT. 

Avout midnight the Doctor tay with his head 
overbanging the edge ot his cot and 
without undressing. He was evidently rather 
exhausted. At 8 he was still resting on his cot, 
but was not asleep. Soon afterwards Gardner 
called again and talked so long with Tanner, 
who was showing much excitement, that Dr. 
Badham persuaded him to leave. Dr. Tanner 
commissioned bis brother-in-law to send a 
dispatch to bis father saying that he was all 
right.

Halt a dozen bottles of Kumys’ imitation of 
Russian mare's milk was also 
on the table, together with a cake 
of unleavened bread sent by some sympathiz- 
ing Hebrew. After resting a short time on the 
cot Dr. Tanner, a* 10-45, sud- 
denly arose and walked into the 
ante-room overlooking Thirteenth street. He 
declared he could not endure the magnetic in 
tinence of the crowd any longer, and ordered 
all persons except his watchers to be kept out of 
the room. Hemanifested annoyance also when 
the visitors blocked uptbe doorway in their 
efforts toget alook at him.

—{Frow His New Dramatic Idyll. 
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BRET HARTE’S BEGINNING. 


The True History of the Luck of Roar- 
ing Camp.“ 
From tbe New York Times, | 


Bret Harte, in the preface to the complete 
edition of bis works just issued in Eagiand, 
where be is verv popular, narrates the inter- 
ior bistory of bis, on the whole, most original 
and famous story, tbe Luck of Roaring 
Camp.” He wrote it after becoming editor of 
the Overland Montbly, and had oot received 
the proof-sheets when he Was suddenly sum- 
moned tothe office of the publisher} (J. I. 
Carmany), whom be found to be the picture of 
anxiety, indecision and dismay. He then 
learned that the foreman of the printing of- 
fice bad taken the liberty of sending the proof 
to the publisher, instead of theauthor, be- 
eause he had regarded the story as so wicked 
and indecent as to be unt for priat. The 
proof - reader. a young woman, it was added, 
had been so shocked by the incidents and ex- 
pressions in the ‘*Luck’’ that she had, with 
great difficulty, been persuaded to finish 
it. The foreman bad deemed it his duty, un- 
der the circumstances, to inform his friend, 
the pubiisher, of the dangerous tendencies of 
the new editor. Harte did not, as may be in- 
ferred, agree with the foreman. He even 
had the audacity to believe and assert that he 
bad as just an idea of what should go iato the 
magazine asa Man who was not, and never 
bad been, an editor. The publisher was in a 
quandary, but finally decided to leave the 
quest ion at issue to some of his and the edit- 
or’s journalistic and literary friends. Thev 
could not agree; some thought it excellent; 
others that it would certainty kil) the peri- 
odical. The publisher, after a long talk with 
Harte, took his view, and admitted the storv. 
When it appeared in the Monthly, the local 
press, although California journals are 
not usually regarded as very squeamish, 
objected to its moral tone generally, 
and to many of its details, as very gross. But 
the Eastern journals held other opinions. 
They recognized its freshness, vigor and orig- 
inality; it was widely — 5 in this section 
and in New Ungland, and the Luck of Roar- 
ing Camp proved to be Bret Harte’s luck 
also. It introduced him to the nation; it was 
the beginning of his literary fame; invitations 
poured in upon him from Eastern publishers 
to furnisb something vf the same sort for 
them. Since then bis pen has always been in 
active demand at handsome prices. Harte’s 
experience has beenthe experience of most 
authors at the commencement of their career. 
Publisbers are apt to be timid, and naturally 
for they look at the conventional side of 
things. Many of tbe most renowned writers 
have bad serious troubleto get their very 
best things published. One of the most in- 
teresting of books could be made from aceu- 
rute accounts of the adventures of manu- 
ecripts before they were born into print. 
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FEMALE SMUGGLERS. 


Work That is Done by Ladies on the 
Canadian Border. 
From the Detroit News.} 

Ladies of good families who have wealth at 
their command make the most desperate 
smugeilers and are dealt with the hardest by 
the officers, as they do not deserve as much 
leniency or sympathy as the poor woman who 
has invested her little all and would be desti- 
tute if stringently dealt witb, and to whom the 
good barvaip, duty free, is really a great 
temptation. The class of goods which Cana- 
dians buv in Detroit and semuggie to Canada 
is cotton cloth, Jomestic and dress goods. The 
Detroit purchaser steps on the ferry and goes 
over to Windsor for gloves, laces, silks, 
velvets and cashmeres, these articles being 
considered much cheaper and better, whether 
they are or not. There are hundreds 
of Detroit ladies wearing velvet and silk 
dresses who smuggled them over folded neatly 
about their angelic waists, or disposed of in 
their bosoms, while they passed the custom- 
bouse officer, the lynx-eyed female detectives, 
the landing waiters, and with serene counte- 
nances walked off with their spoils. One 
lady boasts of the amount of goods that she 
can carry over at a single trip. The smug- 
gling mania has taken such possession of her 
that she has smuggled for her friends merely 
to keepup the excitement. She has acquired 
such a knack of arranging the goods about 
ber person that a whole bolt of cotton does 
not give her the least uneasiness, and she can 
carry atone trip baif adozen silk dresses; 
yetthe lady herself is by no means of insig- 
nificant bulk. It is a great mistake the idea 
tbatthin women make the most successful 
smucgiers. The slightest additional fuilness 
betrays them. Buta plump divinity can add 
nfty pounds to her tournure and no one will 
be the wiser. 


Old John Brown’s Son. 
Cleveland Letter to the New York Times. | 

Capt. John Brown lives on Put-in-Bay 
Island. He has seen eventful times. A tan- 
ner and stock-raiser in his boyhood, a school 
teacher at nineteen,a clerkina Massachu- 
setts wool- house, and at last an Ohio farmer, 
he worked his wav up to 1854, when the move 
to Kansas was decided upon. With Owen, 
Frederick, Jason and Salmon to bear him 
company be started west with twenty-four 
head of cattle and three horses. They pre- 
empted land a few miles west of Ossawato- 
mie, and lived quietly there until Lawrence 
was attacked in the Wakurusa war, when 
they went to aid in its defense. In 1856 John 
was elected to the Kansas Legislature. 
In tbe winter of 1856 be raised a 
company of riflemen, which he command- 
ed in the struggles that ensued. His 
reward for this was arrest, in company with 
Jason, onthe charge oftreason against the 
United States. Tothis day he carries upon 
his wrists a brand that was given him then. 
His arms were tied behind his back, and he 
was driven by a squad of United States troops 
for fully nine miles at a rapid trot. The ropes 
were so tight that all circulation was stopped, 
and the flesh swelling drove the cords in with 
a cruel force which wil! always be apparent in 
its effects. At Ossawatomie he was chained 
to another man, and, in company with other 
so-called rebels,“ was taken to Lecompton, 
where they were held until the fall, when they 
were released. 

Jobn was not at Harper’s Ferry, but would 
have been had not the attack been made be 
fore the expected time. He was in all the 
councils that preceded the attack, and was 
hunted as a participant, but was not found. 
In 1860 he was employed as a Government 
agent for Hayti, to prevail upon the Canadian 
colored refugees to settle in that country, but 
resigned the position to gointo the Union 
Army. Sickness caused him to quit fighting 
in 1862, and he came to this island, and, on 
recovery of his health, cleared a farm und 
built a house. Here he has since lived his 
life with hardly an episode, beyond the hold- 
ing of the office of Justice of the Peace, 
until early in 1879, when he became 
moved to actiun by the exodus 
of the colored population of Mis- 
sissippi and Louisiana. e offered his ser- 
vices free of charge to the colored refugees, 
and thought that his 8 among the 
Canadian negroes would fit him for any work 
that was to be done. Furnished with means 
of travel through the efforts of the Sandusky 
colered people and by others, he went to 
Kansas and offered his time and labor in any 
task that would aid the object of his desire. 
He remained a month or so, did what he 
could, and returned only when he found that 
the loca) organizations could give all the aid 
that the money furnished for such purposes 
would sustain. He speaks highly of 
Kansas as a place of residence and marvels its

Southern Spa Destroyed. 

{White Sulphur Springs (Va.) Letter. | 

In 1857-8 there came agreatchange. The 
railroad bad crawled upthese bighilis much 
nearer to the White, and a company, buying 
out the old proprietors, had Yr up a big 
hotel right across the face of the lawn and 
right over the old hop vine that had sheltered 
me in many a cosy chat with this or that fair 
dame, who, perchance, may still remember 
where she held swayin First Virginia Row. 
The hotel was loudly condemned as a bold 
affronttothe sylvan beauty of the White. 
its red brick flaunted out the bold defiance of 
a eee tothe uice peopie and nice ways 
ofthe past; but the same people, asa rule— 
that is to say the elite of the South and a few 
of the Northern cities, Baltimore especialiv— 
still domimated and inspired the parlor and 
the ball-room. But the ball-room was so large 
and beautiful that it became a far greater 
feature in the social life of the White Sul- 
phur. It became no longer an incident ofa 
summer life, but the grand objective point of 
every day for the women, and the ladies then, 
us now, and as they ought to do, contrelled 
the situation. The great bulk of the people 
were from the South, and fully two-thirds. if 
not more, were from the plantations. The 
gentlemen sat under the oaks, with gold- 
headed canes, and narrated the virtues and 
the deeds of the past, discussed politics, Web- 
ster, Clay, Calhoun and Jackson, and now 
and then branched off into literature and 
horseflesh. The girls were quite as well oc- 
cupied in the parlor or their cabins, and the 
young men not hunting or playing cards were 
not far away. 

But the war destroyed, asthe conqueror in- 
tended it should, the Southern aristocracy 
and also the plantation life of the White Sul- 

bur. Rice, sugar, cotton, even tobacco, 

ave almost ceased to have representation 
here. The planter could no longer afford to 
bring his family, still less his carriage, horses, 
dogs, gun and servants to the Springs. He 
remained at home to point a moral and 1llus- 
trate the great mercy of the conqueror who 
had spared his life and appointed a negro to 
be his master. In lieu of these planters. we 
bave had city people. The Southern visitors 
are largely from cities, the Northern visitors 
almost wholly from cities, and these iast 
have since the war contributed quite a 
jarge percentage of the guests. With 
all tuis, of course, We are on the eve of strik- 
ing changes, both as to material comforts and 
social rules. The great notel is already beau- 
tiful and wonderfully improved. The cot- 
tages are being repaired, and all the rooms 
are wellequipped with furniture. Another 
season and there will be more good sottages.

BOGUS DOCTOR’S. 
How the Business is Carried 
Philadelphia. 
{/ Philadeiphia Special to the Cin. Gazette. | 

It seems that the arrest and exposure of 
John Buchanan and his bogus diploma busi- 
ness has not had the eflect of entirely stopping 
the sale of diplomas. Yesterday afternoon 
important facts came to light, upon the 
strength of which an arrest Was made and the 
steel plate from which the diplomas of the 
American University are printed was cap- 
tured, together withthree bogus diplomas 
which had been sent to bio for sale. 

The dav after Buchanan’s arrest, a letter 
was received at No. 514 Pine street from 
Charles H. Woodruff, of Cleveland, 0. The 
writer said that he had studied medicine, but 
had not the means to attend a medical col- 
lege, and asked if there were not some means 
by which he could obtain authority to prac- 
tice. In answer, Woodruff received a com- 
munication from Dr. Kehnrotb, stating that 
if be would send on an aftlidavit, 
giving his name, date of birth, birth 
place, if he had studied under a physician, 
the name and residence of tne same, the 
branches of inedicine, the text books read. 
etc., he would further reply to his question. 

This signiticant correspondence started a 

fresh inquiry. and in the doings of Buchanan 
and his friends, whose movements were 
closely watched, one of the Dean’s messen- 
gers was seen leaving two large bundles with 
a steel plate printer. While watch was kept 
on the printer and on Buecnanan, Mr. John 
Norris, to whose efforts the arrest of Buchan- 
an and other bogus d'ploma manufacturers 
was due, discovered that a package had been 
sent by John Fitzpatrick from No. 412 Pine 
street, the residence of Buchauan's son 
George, to W. S. Fietcher, Wapakoneta, Auc- 
laize county, Ohio, C. O. D. 350. For some 
reason a return of the package was ordered 
before it could reach Fletcher, and it came in- 
to the possession of the Adams Express Co. 
Every effort was made to find Jon Fitz- 
patrick, but it was in vain. The 
package was sent to Buchanan College, but 
no one would receive it. 
Ina few days John Fitzpatrick went ‘to the 
«xpress oftice with Mr. Norris, and after pay- 
ing the charges the bundle was opened. Inu 
it were three diplomas; one from the E zlectic 
Medical College, of Pennsylvania, dated 
March, 1877. and conferring the degree of 
Doctor of Medicine on W. T. Fletcher. The 
document was signed with the names of John 
Buchanan, T. C. Waters, Joseph Cochran, 
David Diller, W. T. Smith, Joseph Brown, 
Richard Forbes, A. P. Bisseil and Joseph 
Robinson. The second was a diplom from 
the American University of Philadelphia con- 
ferring the degree of Doctor of Medicine on 
W. J. Fletcher, and bore the same signatures 
as the HEeleetie.

Charles V. Riley, late entomologist 
the National Department of Agriculture, 
tributes the following article to the Scien- 
: American: 
‘*he appearance of the army worm in the At- 
htic States this year has been marked by sev- 
fral peculiar conditions, and futher study of its 
habits has revealed some new points, which 
enable me to recast the theories whico have 
proposed in —e of the phenomena 
connected witb it. 

From the time Fitch wrote so fully on the 
species in 1861 until the record of my obser- 
vations made in 1876, it was the prevailing 
belief among entomologists that there was 
but one annual brood of the species, especial - 
ly in the Northern States, no absolute evidence 
a second brood having been obtatined. My 
xperiments that year proved conclusively 
bat there were always two, and sometimes 
bree, generations in the latitude of St. Louis. 
The fact that Laleo recorded as to the re- 
markably rapid development of the worm— 
I. e., that it can reach full growth within a 
fortnight after hatching—lent favor to the 
idea, in my mind, that there might be even 
more generations. Subsequent experience, 
and especially that of the present year, has 
convinced me that there is usually one other 

eneration in the latitude indicated, and 
fis but natural to suppose that there are 
stil] more in more soutbern latitudes. © Tae

and attracts no attention at such times be- 


cause living in its normal cut-worm condi- 

tion. 

In my previous discussion of this subject I 
have been led to comclude that the insect 
might hibernate in any one of the four stages 
of egg, larva, chrysalis, or motb, the evidence 
then at hand pointing to the chrysalis state as 
the more normal mode of hibernation in the 
nortbern regions, and the moth or imago 
state in the southern regions. With sent 
light, and especially with the —— ence of 
this year, I am led to revise my opinions ma- 
teriaily, and to believe tnat, as in the case of 

‘so many of our ordinary cut-worms, the by 
far mere common mode of bibernating is in 
the larva state. That the insect does hiber- 
pate in the larva state is now am established 
fact, based not only upon the experience just 
cited from Prof. Comstock, but upon the 
finding by Prof. S. A. Forbes of a partly- 
grown larva in the stomach of a bluebird as 
early as March 9, at Normal, III., or before 
vegetation could have fairly started. 


The belief is further contirmed by the late- 
pese of the season in which I have found the 
worms, and by the finding of the chrysalis 
nod breeding oe the moth by Mr. Meske, at 
Albany, N. V., about the middle of May. 
We have absolute evidence, therefore, of the 
hibernation as larva and as a moth; but none 
of hibermation, either in the egg or chrysalis 
—— though presumptive evidence of the

_ We are slow in getti: g at the simple truths 
in * — to many of ur most common in- 
sects, because the oriziual observers are 80 
few compared to those who write fluently and 
copiously at second hand, ard can, of course, 
never ada to our knowledge of the facts. The 
fact of larval hibernation established gives us 
at once a better explanation than we have 

| hitherto had of many experiences with the 
insect. We can, for tmstanmce, at once see 

why the worm will de less disastrous in fields 
or meadows that have been burned over, and 
aleo at once account for the frequent fresh- 
ness of the moths that are captured in early 
spring—a fact attested by many, and especial- 
ly insisted on by Prof. omas from his ex- 
perience the present spring, as narrated to 


me. 

The hibernation of the larva being admitted, 
it follows, in my mind, that the injurious 
brood will be that succeeding the hibernation 
one I. e., the resultant from the motns whic 
the hibernating larve produce. Passing the 
winter, in different sizes, under the shelter 
of matted leaves, in unpastured meadows, in 
graes fields, and in grain fields sown in the 
antumn, these worms will go through their 
transformations and produce moths soon af- 
ter vegetation starts. The moth swill show 
little tendency to leave the fields where the 
were bred, but will lay their eggs in such fields 
and under favorable conditions their issue 
may, a8 during the present year, become so 
abundant as to be obliged to travel therefrom 
when approaching full growth. 

ce POTATO CULTURE.

The nature of potatoes and the proper 
mode of culture need to be understood in. 
order to succeed. Potatoes} require strong, 
lively soil. Never plant them cold, sad, 
thim, orexhausted soil. Manure or clover it 
until it ie strong and lively. Plow deep, 
plant midway in plowed soil, and there is 
room for the hill to form, and the fibrous, 
feedi roots to penetrate below. If the 
ground is sufficient may rtd do not harrow 
before planting. When they begin to punc- 
ture the surface in coming up harrow thor- 
' oughly both ways, when the surface is not 
wet. This effectually destroys the first weeds 
and grasses, and puts the ground in good 
order for cultivating. When two or three 
inches high, stir the ground thoroughly close 
to the sprouts. The potatoes have then a soft 
mellow place to form in from the start. Here 
isthe first vital period, and the culture should 
be level. The second and most vital period is to 
lay them by no later than the buds begin to 
form for the blossom, because the blossom. 
bud and root tuber set simultaneously, and 
the tuberroot should not be stirred.

WHAT THERE ISIN WHEAT. 


The wheat grain is a fruit consisting of a 
seed and its coverings. All the middie part 
of the grain is occupied by large, thin cells, 
full of powsery substance, which contains 
nearly all the starch of the wheat. Outside 
the central starchy mass:isasingie row of 
squaristh cells filled with a yellowish miteri - 
al, very rich, with nitrogenous, that is, flesh- 
forming matter, Beyond this again there 
are eix thin coats or coverings, containing 
much mincral matter, both in petash and 
phosphbatcs. The mil! products of these cov- 
erings of the seeds are peculiarly rich in nu- 
triment, and fine fleur is robbea of a large 

ercentsge of valuable and nu‘ri ious food. 

fiddlings not only contain more fib: in and 
mineral matter thun fine flour, but also fat. 
The fibrcus matte, or outer coat, which is in- 
digestible. forms one-sixth of the bran, but 
bot one-bundredth of the fine flour. Wheat 
contains the greatest quantdity of gluten and 
the emallest of starch; rye, a medium por- 
tion of both; white in barley, oats and corn, 
the largest propottion of starch and the smal- 
lest of gluten are to be found. Inu practice 
100 pounds of flour will make from 134 to 
137 pounds of bread, a good average being 
136 pounds; hence a barrel of 196 pounds 
should yield 266 one pound loaves.—[Ameri- 
can Miller. 

RAISE CELERY. 

We want to make our anoual appeal to our 
readers who have gardensto provide them- 
seives with a crop of celery. It is so delicious, 
and, under proper conditions,is so easily 
raised, that nobody who has the proper piece 
of ground need be without it. We made the 
mistake last year of setting our plants rather 
too early—viz., on the tenthof July. It would 
have been better to leave them until about the 
twentieth. The plants grew very rank, and rot- 
ted some. They were also caughtintne early 
Still we bad ashandsome celery as weever 
saw, though, for reasons named, there was 
considerable waste to it. Celery grows best 
on a rich, dark soil, and is a rank feeder. 
There is no need to set the plants in trenches, 
assome do. The rows should be five feet 
apart, and the plants about eight inches apart 
from each other, in the rows. The ground 
should be well stirred and in good condition, 
and the plants set in a shallow, so that the 
crown shall be slightly below the general sur- 
face of the ground. This is ali the trench that 
is needed. The ground between the rows 
ehould be kept clear of weeds, and the plants 
should be hoed once ina whfie, but not hilled 
up until about the tenth of September. After 
that the earth should be drawn around the 
— holding the stocks together with one 

and, so that the dirt can not get between 
them. This should be repeated as often as 
the top makes a growth of two or three inches 
above the hill or ridge. These directions we 
do not take from books, but from our own ex- 
perience. 

LIME AS A FERTILIZER. 


The quantity to be applied should be ina 
great measure determined by the character of 
the soil. If it contains a large amount of 
vegatable matter, says the New York Sun, 
then more lime may be used with advantage 
than where it contains but little; or if the soil 
is a cold clay, and the lime is desired to cut it 
up and improve its mechanical condition as 
well as chemical, then quitea large amount— 
fifty to a hundred bushels—may often be ap- 
plied with benefit. But on light soils, that is, 
sand and sandy loams, ten to — bushels 
is sufficient for one application. For wheat 
apply just before sowing the wheat and broad- 
cast, harrowing in with the n. Itis not 
best to mix grain with other fertilizers, espe- 
clally those containing ammonia. There are 
no vegetables or plants which would be a sure 
indication that soil requires lime, but there 
are some that thrive better on soils deficient in 
lime than on those contaming a large amount, 
A farmer should never use lime with the idea 
that it is in itself a fertilizer, but only asa 
en ofthe plant- food already m the 
soil. 

THE VALUE OF WEATHER SIGNS. 


That there are signs and indications which 
foreshow different events, no thinking person 
should deny. The signs and indications 
which foreshow rains or dry weather should 
be carefully studied, especially by farmers. 
An observing, experienced farmer is gener- 
ally ofmore account as a weather * 
than a good barometer, and the way he foretells 
the weather so accurately is by observing 
signs and indications. He notes the feeling of 
the winds, the condition of the atmosphere, 
the appearance of the clouds, etc. There are 
many signe used by the superstitious and 
ignorant which are false signs, and should be 
cast aside as worthless. For every true sign 
and indication there is or can be a correct and 
ecientific explanation. So let each of us tell 
the signs which our observations and reason 
have adopted as true, and assiga or have as- 
signed reasons for them. Thus we can test 
each other’s signs, become more correct as 
weather prophets, and learn to tell at least 
a day or two in advance what the weather is 
likely to be. 


I will now give some of the rain signs and 
indications which have beenof useto me: 
1. By carefully observing the direction and 
feeling ofthe winds, one can learn to tell, 
with tolerable accuraey, when a raiu storm is 
coming. 2. I have observed that a ring 
around the sun or moon denotesa condition 
of the atmosphere which precedes a storm. 
3. Moisture always collects in considerable 
quantities on the outside of vessels containing 
water colder thanthe atmosphere, and on 
cold water pumps of engines a few heurs be- 
fore the rain; the rainis obvious. 4. When 
stratus clouds appear in the sky, it is usually 
an indication of r 5. One sign we received 
from an old farmer, and with us it has proven 
a good one 
MWhen the sun rises early and goes to bed soon 
It will rain betore night, if not before noor.’’ 
Thatis, when the sunrises bright and clear, 
and in a few minutes passes underacloud it 
is likely to rain soon.

Miscellaneous Items. 


A quick and effectual method to destroy 
plantain and other weed pests on lawns is to 
cut the plants off atthe crown, and drop on 
the top of the root two or three drops of 
kerosene oil. The lawn will net be defaced 
by digging, and the work is at once complete- 
ly done; the root dies as surely as if struck by 
lightning. 
Weeds on gravel walks may be destroyed 
and prevented from growing again by a co- 
— dressing of the cheapest salt. This a 
etter method than hand-pulling, which dis- 
turbs the gravel and renders constant raking 
and rolling necessary. One application early 
in the season, and others as may be needed, 
while the weeds are small, will keep the 
walks clean and bright. 


It is of the very utmost importance that 
stock should have good, pure water, and 
plenty of it. The thirst of animals during 
the hot weather can readily be imagined from 
judging it by the human thirst; and to de- 
prive the antmal of a sufficient drink is about 
the worst species of cruelty that can de in- 
flicted upon the brute creation. The agony 
of excessive thirst is simply terrible. 


An English seed firm ofhigh standing sug- 
ests the following remedy for the turnip fly.

The only way to 
get rid of them is not to allow one to go to 
seed onthe premises. Most of them sre au: 
nual, perennial plants depending on the seeds 
for their continued growth, and when this 
supply is cut off they will be very meterially 
reduced in afew years.- One of the worst 
purseriesfor the pest is among the rubbish 
tbat is allowed by some farmers to accumu- 
late around their buildings, or where the 
wash from the barnyard or other sources has 
killed the grasses. These most be destroyed 
as Mell as those in the ground that is culti- 
vated. To do this, pu them up by the roots 
before their seeds ripen, andremove them 
to the bog- pen, or the compost heap.

| To SET COLORS IN A LAWN DREss. — To 
set the colors in a lawn dress, =e it in apail | 
of water and a tablespoonful of sugar of lead. 

Let it. steep an hour, then wash it out in bran 
water; hang it in the shade to dry. 


BROWN BREAD.—Two cupfuls of New Or- 
Jeans molasses, two cupfuls of sour milk, two 
cupfuls of boiling water, small tablespoonfu! 
of soda, a little salt; mix with two cupfule of 
corn-mealto one of middiings, stiff as cup 
cake; steam four hours in a three-quart tin 
vessel, witb a cover. 

PICKLED NASTURTIUMS.—I use pickled 
nasturtiums, planting the vive purposely,’ 
preferring them to capers. When plucked, 
scatter coarge salt over them and let them re- 
muin ig a cool place for 24 heurs; boil good 
wine or. cider vinegar in a porcelain-lined pot, 
adding two dozen wbole black pepper corns, 
and about as much allspice; vinegar sufficient 
to cover the nasturtium pods. They will keep 
for years. 


ArrIE CHARIOTTE.—Butter, then flour 
lightly; your pnudding-dish. Line it with. 
thin sliees of bread, buttered on both sides: 
puta thick layer of apples, cut in thin slices; 
sugar, and a little cinnamon, and a few smal) 
pieces of butter; anotherlayer of bread and 
butter, apples, sugar, cinnamon, aad butter 
last. Beke slowly for two hours, keeping the 
pan covered until a balf-bour before serving; 
then add a wime-giass of sherry wine, and 
let the apples on top brown. 


To STEW TOMATOES.—Take ten large toma- 
toes, put them into a pan, and pour scalding 
water over them to remove the skins easily; 
peel them and cut out ali the hard or unripe 
portion; then cut through and take out the 
seeds. Boil an onion and mash it fine; add it 
to the tomatoes, with pepper and salt to your 
taste, and a piece of butter as large as a hen“ 
egg. Put them on to atew in an earthen pip- 
kin, and let them simmer two hours. A 
quarter of an hour before dinner is ready add. 
four or five tablespoonfuls of grated bread, 
and let it stew till ready to serve. 


PICKLED TOMATOES.—This receipt is good 
for about a gallen of ripe tomatoes, and is as 
simple as it is excellent. Don’t wash the to- 
matoes, unless they bave soit on them. Wi 


quite clean. Do not use over-ripe fruit. 
Witha needie prick the tomato in two or 
three places. lace tomatoes, whole, in a 


jar, putting in a luyer of salt, and then one of 
tematoes whole. Let it thus stay for a week. 
When wre take out the tomatoes aud mix 
with the salt two tablespoonfuls of mustard 
four ounces of ground ginger, four ounces of 
roughly broken pepper, once of cloves, and 
six onions finely sliced. Replace tomatoes as 
before, and pour vold vinegar over the whole. 
No boiling of vinegar necessary. 


Escaped from Gypsies.

A strange case of kidnapping was brought 
to light this morning. A white youth, who 
gave bis name as Samuel Wright, applied to a 
police station last night for lodgiugs.
